r- ie,it deal of work with corn stalks 
in the past year and has developed 
several 
valuable 
uses 
for 
them.

I got into one of the best 


regiments ovei here—the Fourteenth, 
Company D. I have not had a pay 
since I enlisted and it is very hard to 
get along; here without money.

have been in two fights, one at Imus 
and one at Bacoor. At Imus it last- 
ed for about an hour and a half and 
it Bacoor were under fire about forty
